I guess I have to chime in on this too. A check is a promise to pay and has 
to be backed by funds in a bank account. The only way around not having 
funds is to post date the check. If your buyer didn't follow those simple 
rules he's a cad if not a crook. 


The way to protect yourself from a bad check is to call his bank and ask if 
funds are available to cover the amount of the check xbeforex you deposit 
his check in your account. If insufficient funds, file a complaint with his 
bank so that any funds that come in will be held for your check. His bank 
won't take kindly to what he did and may be helpful in collecting. His bank 
should contact him and may threaten to close his account and probably will 
if they've had problems with him before. If the bank closes his account you 
have a good case to file a complaint with his local police. However, not 
all police department's act on "civil" complaints so you may have to keep 
pushing for action so it gets treated as a criminal complaint. 


I haven't had much luck with Square Trade on small sale disputes (I got 
burned with bad merchandise once). Tell the seller you will e-mail all 
bidders on his sales and warn them about his bad checks. It's a lot of time 
spent but I'm guessing the amount of the check is worth attempting to 
collect, just keep dogging him.
